Chosen  to  participate  in  an  experimental  program,  HCHS  teachers  Mr. 
Smith  and  Miss  Clift  met  the  challenge  by  conducting  very  unorthodox  classes 
in  English.  Each  of  the  two  "guinea  pigs"  teachers  held  one  experimental  class 
per  day  and  one  control  class  for  comparison.  Miss  Cliffs  project  lasted  for  one 
semester,  while  Mr.  Smith  continued  the  full  school  year.

Music  ranging  from  classical  (Bach)  to  contemporary  (Belafonte)  was  introduced 
to  the  experimental  class  of  Mr.  Smith  in  a  successful  endeavor  to  encourage  un- 
inhibited   thought  writing.

This  edition  of  Airedales  was  handi- 
capped from  the  word  go  this  season. 
Under  the  guidance  of  new  mentor 
David  McCracken  the  team  opened 
with  four  lettermen.  After  five  straight 
setbacks  the  young  McCracken  men 
rose  up  and  smacked  Muncie  Burris 
and  rang  up  their  first  victory.  Giving 
size  to  every  team  they  played  the 
'Dales  fought  their  way  into  the  final 
game  in  the  Portland  Tourney,  only 
to  lose  to  a  powerful  Bluffton  team. 

Starting  the  new  year  the  'Dales 
once  again  ran  into  a  stone  wall,  this 
time  arch  rival  Dunkirk  did  the  work. 
Then  something  snapped  inside  each 
player  and  the  Black  and  Gold  caught 
fire.  A  long  trip  to  Warsaw  brought 
the  team  back  the  second  C.I.C.  win 
of  the  year.  After  dropping  a  hard 
fought  game  to  the  fired-up  Portland 
Panthers,  the  more  experienced  Aire- 


dales began  to  bark  and  bite.  Some 
fine  work  was  being  displayed  by  Don 
Wimmer,  Calvin  Clamme,  and  Bill  Jen- 
kins who  were  beginning  to  hit  the 
target.
